State procurement and con- 
struction contracts for bidding 
by minority business enter- 
prises only are unconstitu- 
tional. in his opinion summary, 
Kinneary cited the Bakke and 
Fullilove Supreme Court deci- 


sions, noting that although the 
State's inter ists in rendering 
the effects of.discrimination is 
laudatory and\ constitutionally 
permissible, the State must not 
abridge the\ Fourteenth 
Amendment. Kinneary further 
stated that the use of racial 
classifications in a preferential 
manner ‘‘must not impose 
burdens upon innocent third 
parties that can be avoided by 
equally effective means.”

NAACP Salutes Top Black Entertainers As 
Hollywood Job Market Continues Plunge - 


Many Black stars, whose 
faces and names have long 
been household acquaintan- 
ces, picked the Paladium Thea- 
tre Dec. 5 for the 15th annual 


Tmage Awards show, spon-~ 


sored by the Beverly Hills- 
Hollywood branch of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple (NAACP). 

Host/Emcee Benjamin L. 
Hodks, explained that the 
Image Awards ceremony is 
significant in that it shows 
Black people’s determination 
to see that Blacks are por- 


—trayed positi ; 
With. : this year's 
show Uufled bythe grim reali- 


ties of dwindling job opportun- 
ities for Afro-American enter- 
tainers, Hooks, executive 
director of the NAACP, won 
applause for his determined 
promise to continue to lead the 
struggle to land more roles and 
jobs for Blacks in the movie 
and television industry. 
Hooks noted that the 
Academy Awards have never 
been lauded for honoring indi- 
viduals who have contributed 
to furthering the positive por- 
trayal of Blacks within the 
entertainment industry. “it is, 
indeed, rare when a Black per- 
son is even awarded,” he said. 


Hooks: reminded the audi- 
‘ence of current NAACP efforts 
to mount an effective national 
boycott of filmmakers and tel- 
evision producers and spon- 
sors, who refuse to allow 
blacks to work successfully in 
the entertainment industry. 

Blacks across America have 
been instructed to boycott Hol- 
lywood motion pictures at the 
box office and TV programs, 
which either portray Blacks in 
negative images or not at all. 
The refusal of Blacks to buy 
products of sponsors of dis- 
criminatory television—pro- 
gramming will help put the 
pressure on that industry, 
Hooks said. 

“It is alright for Blacks to be 
portrayed as’ comedians, but 
they must also portray judges 
and lawyers,” Hooks sait"We 
can be anything that anybody 
else can'be, and we insist on 
being given a chance.”

For the NAACP to have won 
MGM's agreement to work for 
improvement in these areas 
represents a major break- 
through, Hooks said. “We will 
be pressing forward even more 
resolutely in our negotiations 
with the other studios hoping 
to.achieve greater gains for 
Blacks and other minorities in 
the movie industry.” 

The Image Awards, not only 
hanor those within the film 
industry, Hooks said, the pro- 
gram is also used to cite per- 
sons for promoting positive 
Black images in the television 
and record industries, the 
sports world and theatre.

his record, with respect to 
human and civil rights, will, 
stand as astriking challengeto 
his immediate successor: and 
to those that follow for years to 
come. 

The 73-year-old son of Jack- 
son County-coal miner who is 
completing his 16th year as 
‘governor, is prohibited by law 
from seeking a third consecu- 
tive term. He served from 1962 
to 1970, then after an absence 
of four years, he bounced back 
and was re-elected .in 1974 and 
1978. When he leaves office 
this time, he will have served 
longer than any other governor 
inthe history of the state. 

Rhodes, who often speaks of 
his impoverished background 
in growing up in the hills of 
Jackson County, also, care - 
fully points out that his Welsh 
parents were poor but proud. 
He made his way to Columbus 
after graduating from high 
school.in Springfield and 
seitied in tne Onis State Uni- 
versity area. 

His early business ventures 
included a restaurant in the 
university area, various 
money-raising promotions, 
and even a property ownership 
investment. It was through the 
latter-two ventures that 
brought him to East Columbus 
and subsequently exposure to 
the black community. He met 
and established a friendship 
with Llewellyn A. (Jack) Coles, 
a struggling young newspaper 
publisher, a relationship that 

“continued down through the 
years. 


Rhodes first ventured into 
the political arena by becom- 
ing a Republican ward commit- 
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teeman in the university dis- 
trict. From there he landed his 
first political-paying job, a 
clerk in the House of Re- 
presentatives. 

At the age of 28 in 1937, he 
was elected to the Columbus 
Board of Education. Two years 
later he was, elected, Columpys 
city auditor.and.in, 1943, at, the 
age of 34, was elected mayor 


by defeating the Republican 
incumbent: White-serving his 
third four-year term as mayor, 
he dramatically, arrived on the 
state political scene by defeat- 
ing Joseph T. Ferguson, the 
undefeatable Democratic 
State Auditor. 

Having already established a 
reputation of employing blacks 
in unprecedented responsible 
positions as mayor, Rhodes 
SOON surrounded himself with 
numerous black deputy audi- 
tors. One was his old friend, 
Jack Coles. At.one point dur- 
ing his three four year terms as 
auditor, Rhodes boasted on having 
more than 75 blacks on his staft 
in comparison with the one 
biack examiner he found on 
Ferguson's payroll. 

When Rhodes assumed the 
governor's office in 1962, sev- 
eral black members of his staff 
as auditor went along with him. 


As governor, one of his first 
acts was to appoint-Cotes -as

“State Officials and supervi- 
sory employees shall appoint, 
assign and promote state per- 
sonnel on the basis of merit 
and fitness, without regard to 
race, color, religion, national 
origin of ancestry.

Sullivan told polic e that 
Penn borrowed the car the pre- 
vious day and failed to return it.

Hammer: Victim Of Misconception 


The hammer-one of the most 
common tools around the 
house-may be one of the most 
abused when it comes to both 
safety and usage. 

According to the Hand Tools 
Institute, much of this danger 
and misuse is caused by the 
dangerous misconception that 
a hammer may be reasonably 
used for striking any kind of 
object. 

The claw hammer should 
never be-used:for striking cold 
chisels or hammering metal. 
When used for the wrong pur- 
pose the nail hammer face or 


Struck object could chip and 
cause eye or body injury. 

HT! recommends that, in 
addition to the claw hammer, 
every home handyman also 
should have‘a light ball peen 
hammer and a heavy ball peen, 


—blacksmith’s or hand drilling 


hammer. 


The heavier hammers are 
used for striking cold chisels 
and for straightening or he pala 
ing metal. The lighter ball peen 
canbe used on punches and in 
light metal-working opera- 
tions. 


Other types of hammers 
include riveting hammers used 
by machinists, tinners for driv- 
ing rivets and setting hammers 
for various sheet metal 
operations. 


HTi also recommends that 
you closely inspect the 


_hammer's face for signs of 


chipping of spalling. If the too! 
shows any evidence of chips, 
dents, cracks or excessive 
wear, discard the hammer

Blood Sugar Testing Offers 
eee For Pregnant Diabetics 


Delivering a healthy baby fol- 
lowing a normal pregnancy is 
certainly not an unusual occur- 
rence for the average woman. 

However, until quite recently, 
one special group of women 
found that uncomplicated 
pregnancies and healthy 
babies were nearly impossible 
goals. These are the women 
with a common affliction 
--diabetes. 

Until new medical tech- 
niques and devices arrived on 
the scene within the last two or 
three years, the chances of a 
diabetic woman having an 
uncomplicated and successful 
pregnancy were so poor that 
many doctors advised these 
women against ever trying. 

Miscarriages, stillbirths, and 
babies with birth defects were 
very common. Typically, the 
pregnant diabetic’s own health 
was endangered -- with an 
increased likelihood of kidney 
ailments, eye disease, toxemia, 
high or low blood sugar, and 
diabetic coma.

for any diabetic, pregnant or 


Because of these new devel- 
opments, pregnant diabetics 
no longer have to face the 
awful risks. Researchers 
involved in the pilot programs 
now generally believe that dia- 
betic women can have rela- 
tively normal pregnancies and 
healthy babies. To do so they 
must regularly test their blood 


sugars, and with their doctors’ 


help, adjust their food, exer- 
cise and medications to “fine 
tune” blood sugar levels to 
normal. 

First to introduce the new 
self-testing equipmentfor 
consumers was the Ames Div- 
ision of Miles Laboratories. An 
early model designed for use 
by medical professionals was 
so innovative and helpful that 
diabetic pregnant women were 
learning to use it at home. 


Thus, Ames developed a spe- 
cial meter called the Dextrome- 
tér and began offering it to dia- 
betic consumers in March, 
1980. The Dextrometer was 
rather simpie to use and fea- 
tured a digital readout of blood 
sugar levels. 

Then, in late 1981, an 
improved, even easier-to-Use 
Glucometer was made availa- 
ble. It has been an instant suc- 
cess among diabetics, particu- 
larly those whose blood sugar 
varies widely, those dependent 
oninsulin, and especially 
among pregnant women. The 
Glucometer is small, runs on 
batteries, and gives an accu- 
rate blood sugar reading intwo 
minutes. The Glucometer 
costs $250 -- acost that ismore 
than offset by reduced hospi- 
talization and tests. The cost is 
often covered by insurance 
companies and some state 
Medicaid programs.
